I kept 
silent until now, because I thought the people out here as well 
os elsewhere knew what they wanted to do without being pres 
sured or coaxed. There is so much envolved in speaking for or 
against a propersition, and to tell the truth you may hurt mony 
people and yet if one speaks at all, he or she should be truthful 
And here comes, if I must tell the truth, at present I have before 
my eyes, bills from, or for Mr. Fred Smith, alderman of ward 
2, precient 2., up for re-election and Mr. Girard "'Heavy" Hunt, 
who is a candidate for the office now held by Mr. Smith. A c ­ 
cording to Statements mode by Mr. Fred Smith, he has faith­ 
fully served his people of word 2 for six years. He also states of 
himself that his time and efforts has been given to the best of 
interest in his people. I think the ones here in precient 2 should 
be better able to make statements of the services they have 
received from Mr. Smith, rather than he or some committee 
living elsewhere, could justifiably make, and better yet, condi­ 
tions speak for themselves. Not many days ago I read in the 
Sikeston Standard that Rev. Kater Crum p met the council and 
requested employment of a colored policeman, and he was told 
to go home and attend his own affairs and the city would get 
along nicely.

W h a t could you call that, and, all 
this balogna about race conciousness and how concerned he is 
about the people out here in sunset. I think the best answer 
here is his record.

I have 
been reading lately of happenings out here in crap houses, the 
way the paper seem to have reported, one would be led to be­ 
lieve that crap shooting or any shooting for that matter is law ­ 
ful in sunset. Anything that will change this type of thing, we 
need it. One sure thing dear readers and Mr. Editor, if we don't 
get a little law enforcement, and a little more restraint from 
crime out here, it will soon be dangerous to live here, or trav­ 
el the street's. It is only demockocy we know out here os long 
as it's negro against negro. A nd just os soon as some white 
person commit a crime and choose to blame some negro, then 
it change from whatever it was, to intimidation. Searching 
homes without court order. Anything that will rid us of this 
type of condition, I will happily vote for. I visited Charleston, 
Mo., with another very outstanding minister out here to see 
how negros fared there under council m anager formed govern­ 
ment and found that negros could get F.H.A. loans to build 
houses. Colored soldiers could get vetran's loans. I don't know 
of any here do you.

Mr. Blanton, Sir! and 


readers of the Sikcston Standard I, J. M. Blow, have tried to be 
very mum on this issue of city manager form of Government, 
soon to be voted on. But now that I have heard so many things 
about myself which I did not know, and so many political cir 
culars being distributed, until I am forced to Speak. I received 
a Phone call not long since telling me that many People were 
saying that I Had |omed forces with somebody to defeat city 
manager form of Government. Be it known, now, here and al 
ways, that is a sad. sad sad mistatement of fact. 
I was accused sometime ago, by the mayor of Sikeston of 
defeating urban renewal which was sadly wrong. And now this. 
I only belong to the church, and church organization. I kept 
silent until now, because I thought the people out here os well 
as elsewhere knew what they wanted to do without being pres 
sured or coaxed. There is so much envolvcd in speaking for or 
against a propcrsition, and to tell the truth you may hurt many 
people and yet if one speaks at all, he or she should be truthful. 
And here comes, if I must tell the truth, at present I have before 
my eyes, bills from, or for Mr. Fred Smith, alderman of ward 
2, precicnt 2., up for re-election and Mr. Girard ' H eavy" Hunt, 
who is a candidate for the office now held by Mr. Smith. A c­ 
cording to Statements made by Mr. Fred Smith, he has faith­ 
fully served his people of ward 2 for six years. He also states of 
himself that his time and efforts has been given to the best of 
interest in his people. I think the ones here in precicnt 2 should 
be better able to make statements of the services they have 
received from Mr. Smith, rather than he or some committee 
living elsewhere, could justifiably make, and better yet, condi­ 
tions speak for themselves. Not many days ago I read in the 
Sikeston Standard that Rev. Kater Crump met the council and 
requested employment ot a colored policeman, and he was told 
to go home and oftend his own affairs and the city would get 
along nicely. I did not see where Mr. Smith said anything. 
Upon many occasions when the citizens of ward 2 present­ 
ed requests for street improvements and other improvements 
for this port of town, I usually served on the committee making 
many of these requests. I never did hear Mr. Smith say one 
word for or against. W hen I was accused of the defeat of urban 
renewal, even tho, Mr. Smith, I believe met every meeting that 
I attended. I have not as yet heard of one word that Mr. Smith 
made to clear my reputation of this charge, even though he 
knew I had supported him whole heartcdly in all his elections. 
And when the ministers of the city met the council and re­ 
quested the council to refuse a license for alcoholic beverage 
to a store, Mr. Smith was the only alderman that voted against 
the ministers request. Now the question I want to ask is this, 
unless you call silence in all matters a virtue, then where is all 
this faithfulness, the next thing that seem so very painful to 
swallow is this idea of representing himself as a servant of a 
few people or o particular group and segment. It seem to me, 
ony person elected to public office should serve all the people 
faithfully. There is no place in government for prejudiced offi­ 
cers. Suppose the president of the U. S. use such a principle, 
suppose the banks down town or the loan offices accommon- 
dated only people of their color. I think the type of person that 
deserves being elected to public office is the person who can 
honestly and faithfully serve all people. There is no place in 
government or yet any place, for racially biased people. Men 
of quality should be elected whoever that is. 
And now for Mr. Hunt, who claims to be so much against 
dictatorship government. I wonder what he thinks of whot we 
now have, or does he know that under the very form of govern­ 
ment he now has, after the city council had agreed to fix the 
streets in Sunset before fixing or paving any others in town, 
were stopped by one man. W h at could you call that, and, all 
this balogna about race conciousness and how concerned he is 
about the people out here in sunset. I think the best answer 
here is His record. I want to ask a few questions. W h at one 
thing can Mr. Hunt offer that he has done for anyone out here 
that is to help the persons, not Mr. Hunt? I think if Mr. Hunt 
would tell tho real truth, he won't even worship with negroes, 
nor does he worship in Sunset, frankly I don't know of one thing 
that Mr. Hunt does out here unless whatever it is he does, pay 
him, Mr. Hunt, a very very big dividend. 
Now the one thing that both these gentlemen seem to bo 
agreed on, and that is the defeat of council manager form of 
government. Their major reason seem to be, one wants to keep 
his job which he has held for six years or there about, and the 
other one is sick of seeing him collect that pay check and he 
wonts it for himself. 
And finally all this stuff about Democracy and lost repre­ 
sentations, if we are enjoying democracy out here, I sure would 
like to see it ended soon. The type of Democracy we arc living 
under out here is spelled or misspelled d c m o c k o c y . I hayc 
been reading lately of happenings out here in crap houses, the 
way the paper seem to have reported, one would be led to be­ 
lieve that crap shooting or ony shooting for fhaf matter is law ­ 
ful in sunset. Anything that will change this fypc of thing, we 
need it. One sure thing dear readers and M r. Editor, if we don't 
get a little low enforcement, and a little more restraint from 
crime out here, it will soon be dangerous to live here, or trav­ 
el the streets. It is only demockocy we know out here as long 
as it's negro against negro. And just as soon as some white 
person commit a crime and choose to blame some negro, then 
it change from whatever it was, to intimidation. Seorch*ng 
homes without court order. Anything that vv i 11 rid us of this 
type of condition, I will happily vote for. I visited Charleston, 
Mo., with another very outstanding minister out here to see 
how negros fared there under council manager formed g o v e r n 
ment and found that negros could get F.H.A. loons to build 
houses. Colored soldiers could get vetran s loans. I don t know 
of any here do you.
